jon for her offspring; tbat she usually 
lays her eggs, ten in number, on the 
body of the tree near the surface of the 
earth, and in this form; not larger than 
the head of a pin;

that the eggs are haiched out ia a litle 
more than eight days, wheg a while mag: 
that the maggot buirews io 
bark of tbe tree and proceeds no far-~ 
ther the first season; that during the sec. 
ond year he bores into the body of the 
tree, upward; and that in the third year 
he is fouod up eight or ten inches higher 
than where he commenced; and that io 
dune of the third year he or she comes 
out of the tree, fully winged. when abe is 
ready to lay more eggs. 

These beetles are quite in the day 
time but they fly from tree to tree in the 
night, We have caught them on the 
body of the tree in June. Last suramer 
1. Bartlett, Esq. of Quincy, sent usa 
very large beetle which he said he caught 
| a ey out of the tree on the first day of 

uae. 

lt is not pretended that these beetles 
al} come out in one week, or that they 
lay their eggs by any rules in the Alma 
nac; but they all seem to iny their eggs 
about the first of July. They seem to 
vary less in the time than the peach borer 
beetle, for her worms are found in the 
roots of the peach tree of all sizes up te 
pearly an inch io length. 

Now we advise all those who had not 
time or faith or hope, in July, to look to 
their trees anc wash them with lye,tosee 
if they Gnd any traces of the maggo’s 
jost wader the back. They will also be 
likely to find some ‘of a large growth,’ 
as Mr. tHubtard of Abington did, more 
than one year old. The brood ef las: 
Joly will be found not to exceed one thied 
ofan inch in length, while lying im their 
natsrat position; this brood may now ve 
destroyed though the lobor will be much 
greater than it would if attended to in 


scason. 

The color of the worm is a dirty white 
body and yellow head. Scalding water, 
or cold lye strong enough to bear on egg, 
will kiil if it comes in contact with them. 
The Hon. Wm. Jackson, of Newton, ex- 
presses to us some doubts whether lye 
would operate powerfully enough on the 
egg before hatching, as the egg is always 
giased over to protect it from the weather 
He places leached ashes about his own 
trees, piling them high around tho body 
aad taking care to clear away al! rubbish 
abd sprouts at the root.

on thie account has been practiced the 
alternation of crops by successful agri- 


he question now arises. why will 
not @ soil upon which certain plants 
grew luxuriaotiy, continue thus to pro- 
duce them for successive years, when it 
will produce an abundant growth of an- 
other kind? There are two causes for 
this. One is the @bstraction from the 


soil, by tho first crop, of such inorganic 
matters as it required for its healthy de- 
velopment, but which is not essential for 
the growth of the other. If this was the 
only cause of its unfitness to produce the 
first it might be easily remedial by ad- 
ding such mattersto the land. But an 

viher cause exists, which is not removed, 
wy by allowing the soil to remain fal- 
low for a year or more—or, if conticued 
to be cu'tivated, by an aliern tion of crops. 
Planie while growing expel by their 
roots Céryin matiers whch are aot ue- 
cessary for their nourishment, but are 
actually injuriqus to them; but they are 
Bot £0 to others, whose natures aod de- 
mands are different. If this land, thus 
rendered unproductive, remains uaculti 

vated for some timo, the carbounceous 
matters expelled by the rocts of those 
crops grown upon it, undergo-s a chem 

ical change, in consequence of exposure. 
to air and moisture—and is thus convert 

ed into humus, which again may render 
it fertile. 

Experience has taught u« that the Car- 
bon of a soil is increased by culturo; this 
cannot be received from any vther source 
except the almosphore; and afier going 
through certain transformations by the 
plant it is excreted by its roots. 

The time which this excrementious 
matier requires for its conversion into 
humus depends on the composiiion of the 
soil and on its porosity. If it be impreg- 
nated with lime, the change is quickly 
effectec. Alkalies cause organic matters 
to absorb oxygen and thus hasten their 
decomposition. The conversion of this 
excrement is slow, in soils that ccntain o 
large portion of clay. In some soils, 
clover will pot thrive till the sixth, and iv 
others not until the twelfth, ani flax the 
second or third year. This depends up-~ 
on the chemical nature of the soil. 

If by raising wheal, on a ceriain piece 
of ground, we absiract therefrom the 
greater part of the silicate of potash, it 
renders it unfit for further production of 
this grain; but potatoes, turnips end lu- 
cern will now thrive there, because the 
differ in their composition aod dema 
for inorgnoic matters. But after two 
or three years, wheat may be cultivated 
upon it agaia to advantage: becaue-, dy, 
ring this time the action of water and 
air will cause the disintegration of silicate 
of potash—and the excremenis are ecith- 
er absorbed by the interver ing crops, or 
are converted into bumus. 

When a soil becomes exhausted, lu 
cern is one of the best crops we can use 
to enrich it. This vegetable requires 
but little inorganic matter; and in conse- 
quence of the large development of its 
leaves, and its thrifty growth, it is well 
fitted to, and does receive a large quanti- 
ty of nutriment from the atmosphere: and 
by shading the ground, it prevents the 
evaporation of its moisture; bul retains it, 
for iis own use; therefore its growth is 
rapid, and the accumulation of organic 
matter from the air ead water is great; 
acd by its orgenic action much of this is 
eliminated into the soil through the roots. 
While all this is going on, the inorgan'c 
matiers of the soil are being liberated, by 
the action of airand moisture. Potatoes, 
beans, clover and turnips may thrive af- 
ter wheat and corn. and vice versa. By 
the proper alternation of crops, the soi! 
is rendered more fertile for them that are 
to follow: that is, if we occasionally add 
such matters as are removed therefrom 
by seeds, roots and leaves — and 
which are used for the food of mea aod 
animals. 

The reason why the alternation of 
crops is so advantegeous is that the one 
leaves behiad such iworganic matters, or 
it may eliminate by its roots into the soi! 
such organic excretions as the succeeding 
Crop requires. 

soil that conlains a considerable 
oumber of stones, will wear better than 
one that is entirely destitute; for by their 
gradual and contioual wearing away, by 
the action of the weather, and by the fric- 
tion of the implemenis of husbandry 
while working it, those matters 
which compose them are thus seperated, 
become intimately mixed with the earth, 
and are thus reduced to such a state as to 
be taken up by the process of vegetation. 
Therefore we would recommend agricul- 
turalists mot to remove all small stones 
from their land, for by remaining they 
prove a lasting supply of such inorganic 

matter as are aunually being removed.
